TURNS TO PEACHES, 

It was in this fortunate moment that Mr. Par- 
nell made up his mind that there was money ia 
peaches, The couutry, in its soil and climate, was 
suggestive of the southern part of Italy. Asa 
venture he planted, in 1368, fifteen acres in Hale's 
early and several other northern varieties. These 
varieties, though pressed by the nurserymen, 
were not successful for shipping purposes. They 
rotted on the way, were extremely sensitive to 
the weather, and were altogether what you might 
eallja holiday peach. The receipt of fifty dollars 
for a single bushel in New York City, however, 
attested the fact that there was money in peaches; 
and that the only difficulty to solve was the 
variety most suitable for our climate. 

“JT found it necessary,” said Mr, Parnell, ‘‘to 
have recourse to Euvglish varieties. It was clear 
thata bard, firm peach, which would bear hand- 
dling, would bea gold mine. In 1371 I brought 
from England 5,000 budded trees—the Beatrice, 
the Early Rivers, and the Early Louise. I found 
these three varieties to meet every requirement. 
They will bear shipping as well as apples; their 
flésh is sweet, and the skin is firm. The 
first shipment of the Beatrice brought 
ten dollars a bushel. These varieties are kaown 
as the half cling. The Beatrice is a red colored 
peacb, oblong in shape, with soft flesh and tender 
taste. The Early Rivers is white skinned, with 
pink shading, just the picture of a pale college 
girl with aspot of red paint on her cheek. The 
Early Louise has a pinkish skin, is white fleshed 
and firm.

In defending himselt against con- 
scription he killed several ol- 
ficers and men of the recruiting service, aud 
his name grew to be a common one in the 
newspapers of the south. ‘Another officer 
falls a victim to the bullet of the notorious Jap 
Ward,” was a familiar head line. At last a 
large reward was offered for his capture dead 
or alive. This put a new phase on the matter. 
Hitherto the mountain folk had viewed Jap’s 
career either with indifference or with a de- 
cided sympathy in his favor. Now it began 
to be whispered around that certain mountain 
men would like to get thatreward. Fore- 
most among these were Jack Beasly, 
himself a “hog back,” as all mountaineers 
were called who avoided conscription and re- 
fused to volunteer in the confederate service.

A WEEK’S DEVELOPMENT. 

The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record of 
July 25th contains a list of enterprises origi- 
nated in one week in thedull month of July; 
and the publication is very satisfactory evi- 
dence of what the south is doing, and is cer- 
tainly very reassuring as to what she will do 
after harvest, when times are better and con- 
fidence returns. From the leng weekly list 
in the Record we cull the following: Dr. 
Clarke Whittier, of California, who lately 
purchased 60,000 acres of land in North Caro- 
lina, is preparing to spend $30,000 to $40,000 
in clearing off the timber and sawing lumber, 
and will then begin fruit growingand tobacco 
raising on a large scale, his intention being 
to have at least 12,000 fruit trees set out and 
1,000 acres of land in tobacco and corn by 
next June; he willalso lay out and com- 
mence the building of a town. A $25,000 
company has been organized to build a ferti- 
lizer factory at Newnan, Ga.; extensive mar- 
ble property near Rome, in this state, has 
been purchased for. development; a cotton 
factory at Dalton well crowded with orders 
will enlarge its capacity one-third; $15,000 
is being expended at Buffalo, N. C., in build- 
ing a mill and machine shop; a fine granite 
qu-y at Winnsboro, 8, C., has been leased 
«a 1s being worked; a coal mine to develop 
1,500 acres of coal land is being opened in 
West Virginia; work has commenced in El- 
berton, Ga., on a foundry and machineshop; 
while in Sanford and Tavares, Fla., ground 
has been purchased for similar enterprises, 

and in Centreyille,Md., a large machine shop 
is to be erected; arrangements are progress- 
ing for an extensive paper mill, a pulp mill 
anda saw mill at Sanford, Fia., and an ice 
factory and brickyard at Kissimmee, and at

SOUTHERN COTTON MILLS. 

About twenty of the southern mills will 
be represented at a meeting to be held in 
Augusta tomorrow to consider the state of 
the cotton manufacturing industry in the 
south, and to devise, if possible, some remedy 
against low prices of manufactured goods, 
If the twenty mills really represented the 
entire industry in the cotton states, it would 
be one of the most importat industrial con- 
ventions ever held in the south; for in ten 
states there are now one million spindles, 
and the annual production must be fully up 
in value to thirty million dollars. The Bos- 
ton Journal of Commerce has compiled some 
statistics of southern mills, brought down to 

date, and its footings are as follows:

These mills are engaged in the manufacture 
of twine, yarn, rope, light cotton cloth, 
checks, stripes, cottonades, osnaburgs, drills, 
brown sheetings, shirtings, blankets, ribbons, 
etc.; and 63 of them have 5,000 spindles or 
over, Many of the smaller mills produce only 
yarns or other products that do not require 
looms. The Journal of Commerce counts 89 
mills manufacturing brown sheetings, 
shirtings, drills and osnaburgs; 32 mills 
manufacturing checks, stripes and colored 
goods; 9 mills manufacturing light cotton 
goods and bagging stuffs, and 142 mills man- 
ufacturing twine, yarnand rope. A few of 
the mills are counted more than once, be- 
cause they manufacture a variety of articles. 
But the fact is the twenty mills that will 
be represented in Augusta tomorrow will 
not represent the other southern mills or 
even a majority of them. Two of the At- 
lanta mills, for example refuse to enter into 
a pooling arrangement, and very few of the 
southern mills think anything can be ac- 
complished by artificial means. All consider 
the situation very trying, but nearly all 
think the way to daylight does not lie 
through a pool. The whole matter will nat- 
urally be left to the laws of demand and 
supply, with possibly a little help from legis- 
lation towards obtaining foreign markets for 


our surplus production.

by which an operator should stay at the instru- 
ment all night to receive the latest news from the 
scene of the excitement. |

Davis, wired April 4, when the death of General 
Grant was expected at any hour. A part ofthe 
letter was stolen trom the wires at the time and 
sent to various papers, Afterwards a denial that 
Mr. Davis had written such a letter was publish- 
ed, The Globe was under a promise not to print 
the letter until General Grant’s death. It now 
publishes the document, which reads as follows: 


“Sir: Your letter asking me to give my views on 
the subject of General Grant’s military career has 
been received, With most respectiul considera- 
tion for you and the influential paper you repre- 
sent, | must decline to comply with the request 
for the following reasons: General Grant is re- 
ported dying. Although he invaded our country 
with rutbless track it was with open hand, and so 
far as I know he abetted neither pillage nor araon. 
When his armies were so successful that General 
Lee’s army had not even the power further to re- 
treat General Grant gave terms both liberal and 
corteous and has since the war, I believe, shown 
no malignity nor perpetuated slanders against the 
confederates, either of the military or civil service. 
Therefore, instead of seeking to disturb the quiet 
of his closing hours, I would, if it were in my 
power, willingly contribute to the repose of his 
mind and the comfort of his body.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLB. 


What We Have Annexed, 


J.T. G., Oxford, Ala.: What territory has been 
annexed to the United States from first to last? 


The first annexation to the United ‘States was 
the province of Louisiana. France received $15.- 
000,000 from our government for it. The articles 
of conveyance were signed at Paris, April 30, 1803, 
by Livingston and Monroe on the part of the 
United States and by Barbe-Marbois on the part of 
France. By this purchase 1,171,931 square miles 
were added to the area of ‘the union, including 
nearly all of the Mississippi valley. 
The next addition was Florida, 
ceded by Spain to the United States 


in return for the payment by the latter country of 
claims of American citizens against Spain amount- 
ing to $5,000,000. The limits of Florida at the 
time of purchase were the same as now, Texas 
was annexed without the formality of a treaty in 
1845, It added 376,133 square miles to the union. 
New Mexico and upper California were acquired 
as a part of the results of the Mexican war, 
although Mexico was appeased for her loss 
by the sum of $15,000,000, and Texas was 
afterward paid $10,000,000 for that part of 
New Mexico east of the Rio Grande... The 
area of the republic was thus increased by 545,783 
Square miles. By the Gadsden treaty of 1853 the 
United States acquired from Mexico for the sum of 
$10,000,000 the possession otf the Moquila yalley, 
comprising the southern part of Arizona, an area 
of 45,535 sqnare miles. By treaty of March 30, 
1867, Russia ceded the whole of Alaska, 577,390 
aguare mies, to the United States, receiving there- 
for the sum of $7,200,000. The total number of 
Equare miles of territory acquired by these annex- 
ations was 2,776,040, more than three quarters of 
the total area of the union,

A 10-foot wheel will raise about 9,000 
gallons of water a day at like distance, and cost 
about $140, including the appurtenances above 
mentioned. A 12 foot wheel will raise 16,000 gal- 
lons of water per day the above distance, and cost 
with the same appurtenances $210; so up from 14 
to 16,18 to 20 feet diameter of wheel until we 
reach a 25 foot wheel, which costs about $1,200 
and will raise 100,000 gallons of water daily the 
specified distance.

OLD STABLE, 
: A ae ae re 
The Douglasville Tragedy Resumed—Why the Girl 
Was Ruined—The Negro Admits His Guilt and 
Telis His Story—A Determined and 
Quist Mob—How They Worked, 


DOUGLASVILLE, July 25.—{Special.J—The town is 
quiet again. 


Peter Stamps has been hung and the body of the 


unfortunate girl has been laid to rest in the cold 
and silent grave. 

When Stamps’ life was choked out of his body 
by the rope, the hands of the clock pointed to 
twelve minutes after one o'clock. The 
night was dark. Heavy clouds 
hung below the sky. Only 
intimate friends could recognize each other at a 
close distance, and this morning no one can be 
found who had a hand in the lynching. 

When Stamp’s heavy body stretched the rope by 
which he was suspended from the height the mob 
did not wait to see his struggle with death. 
They felt that death weuld ensue. No one in the 
neighborhood would have the temerity to attempt 
to rescue the doomed man. The mob knew that

Then in a few minutes 
another approached frem the opposite side of the 
bridge. he two met on the centre of the bridge 
s yun gazing at the body swinging below one 
asked: 

‘Who's that and what does it mean?’’ 

“Don’t know,’’ answered the other. 

‘‘How’d he get there?’’ 

‘Jumped off the bridge himself,’’ was the dry 
answer full of meaning. 

The two first comers held the bridge for ashort 
while only when a seattered group of three came 
up. Then from all directions persons could b¢ 
seen advancing towards the bridge. 
They came one at a time, by twos 
by threes and im crowds. 


MEN, WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
both black and white, came up until the crowd 
about the bridge was fully one hundred strong by 
6o’clock. That crowd wasa motley one. It con- 


tained the lawyer, the physician, the merchant, 
the barroom keeper, the planter, the man servant, 
the maid servant, the wife, the maid, the child 
and the babe. No class, sex or color was wanting 
in the crowd, every member of which 
had bis eyes riveted upon the same terrible, hor- 
rible object. Death seemed to awe the crowd, 
and when a word was spoken it was in a low, sub- 
dued tone. The curious would gaze upon-the 
hapgipg man awhile and then leayiug, make 
roem for more. The females were the hardest to 
satisfy. They would stand longer and look harder 
and steadier than the men, Their faces did not 
indicate any pleasure, neither did it indicate 
a displeasure. Nextafterthe women came the 
children and then the negroes. The men re 
mained but a little while and then went quietly 
away. ; 
STAMPS’ WIFE COMES. 

Aboutsix o’ciock Stamps’ wife, carrying her 
infant child in her arms, approached the bridge. 
Stamps and his wife were widely and favorably 


known in Douglascounty and when the crowd 
observed that she was coming they moved back, 
She walked up to the side of the cut 
and looked steadily at her dead 
husband for fully two minutes. Every eye ia the 
crowd was upon the woman, but she knew noth: 
ing ofit. She gazed at the man to whom she had 
bound herself by marriage without moving a 
muscle. She did not appear to be greatly affected, 
and when she had feasted her eyes to her satis. 
faction she quietly turned upon her heel, and 
walking through the crowd, stood where she 
could see all, Soon after Stamps’ wife stepped 
back the Grorgia Pacific passenger train rounded 
acurvea mile away. Mr, Baxley, the agent, went 
down the road to stop the train, and then the 
crowd obtained a rope and fastening it 
ABOUT THE NEGRO’S BODY 

pulled it aside so that the train could go by. As 
the train rolled under the bridge a head was 
thrust out of each window, the platforms were 


full and a good trtion of the roof of the Cars 
was taken up by persons anxious to see 
the dead body. When the train went by the peo- 
le then began discussing a disposition of the 
ody. .Some thought that it ought to be cut 
down at once; others thonght that it ought to be 
kept up all day, while others believed that justice 
and humanity would be satisfied if the body 
were cut down by nine o'clock, and about that 
hour the rope was chopped in two and the body 
lowered. lt was then trasferred to a warehouse, 
where it will remain until today when it will be 
turned over to the dead man’s wife immediately 
after the inquest is held, Stamps,as he hung 
from that bridge, made a fearful picture, one 
which will livelopg in the minds of many of 
thore who saw it. Che rope with which he was 
hung was five-eighths, It was about thirty feet 
long.

GRANT’S CHARACTERISTICS. 


New York’s Preachers on the Dead Gen- 
eral, 

New York, July 26.—Many of the churches 
in this city weredraped in mourning at the 
Bervices today, in memory of General Grant, 
end several of the preachers took the hero’s 
liie for their texts. At Madison avenue Meth- 
cdist church Rey. Dr. QO. H. Tiffany, who was 
Dr. J P. Newman’s predecessor, a3 pastor of 
the Metropolitan church in Washicogwon, 
where General Grant atiended, zave a number 
of personel reminiscences, which were listened 
to eageriy by those present. Dr. Tiffany first 
met the general at a meeting called in 
Chicago to raise funds for the purchase of the 
Boldiere Orphans’ home and was impressed 
by the clear and direct way in which the sol- 
dier expressed his opinions, “General Grant,” 
said the speaker, “had constitutional inability 
to appreciate music. He tofd me’oace that ail 
music seemed to affect him as discord would 
the skilled ear and he would go a mile out of 
his way rather than listen to a bani. 
As eac stanza of a hymn in church 
wes completed, he said he experienced a feel- 
ing of relief that so much of the hymna was 
disposed of. While at the house of ex-Pust- 
master General King, on one otcasion, Mr. 
King’s daughter asked me if General Grant 
ever used an oath. I afterward asked the 
ghee the same question and he replied that 

e could not remember having used profane 
language atany time im his life.
